Marine Unit Ready
For More Trophies

The streets of Torrance will 
shake a little Saturday, May 
17, but not becnu.se California 
may slide into the sea.

The .shake will be caused by 
18 105-mm howitzers which will 
be towed through town the na­ 
tion's largest civic sponsored 
salute to its armed forces.

The salute, the 10th con­ 
secutive to be staged here, will 
last for two days   Friday and 
Saturday. May 18 and 17.

The display of rather 
awesome firepower will come 
from the 1st Battalion. 14th 
Marines, 4th Marine Division 
  headquartered at the U.S. 
Navy and Marine Corps He- 
serve Training Center in Cha- 
vez Ravine and at a second 
training center In Pico-Rivera.

Grand marshal for the pa­ 
rade and chief reviewing oifi- 
ccr will be General of the 
Army Omar N. Bradley. The 
general, last of the nation's liv­ 
ing fivestar military leaders is 
known as the "soldier's sol­ 
dier."

The 1st Battalion marines 
have proved to be sure winners 
in military parade and exhibit 
compel ion here. Last year, be­ 
fore some 140,000 spectators, 
this crack outfit won trophies 
for Best Reserve Forces Unit 
Kntry and Outstanding Entry- 
Open Class Moloriztd Units. In 
19(7, they rated these same 
honors plus Best Exhibit Area 
Kntry and Best Combat Exhib­ 
it.

THE BATTALION Is com­ 
manded by Lt. Col. Carlton 
Bingham and Includes 800 
men. The unit trains one week­ 
end each month and is sched­ 
uled for a two-week assign­ 
ment at Twenty-Nine Palms 
this summer. Other training 
sites include Camp Pcndleton 
and Ft Sill, Okla.

Close competition among re­ 
servists in the parade is antici­ 
pated from the 3rd ANGLICO 
of Air-Naval Gunfire Liaison 
Company, based at the Marine 
Corps Reserve Training Cen­

ter, Long Beach, (Terminal Is­ 
land). The 3rd ANGLICO will 
march 190 combat-ready 
troops.

Other competition among the 
military reservists In the pa­ 
rade's Division III comes from 
organized Reserve Training 
Unit Port Security, San Pedro, 
USCG; the 148th Mobile Com­ 
munications Squad California 
Air-National Guard; Military 
Training Division 11-17, USNU, 
from Santa Monica; Military 
Training Division 11-8, I'SNK, 
and Surface Division 11-08 (L). 
I'SNU, from Ixis Angeles; and 
the 6218th Reception Station,

Worker 
Beaten

Violence erupted Monday 
night at Harvey Aluminum Co. 
when striking workers alleged­ 
ly attacked nonstrikers outside 
the plant at 19200 S. Western 
Ave. One employe was badly 
beaten in an Incident which oc­ 
curred about 5 p.m.. and a stri­ 
ker wa.s later booked for bat­ 
tery' in another incident which 
took place about 11 :15 p.m.

In the earlier scuffle, em­ 
ploye John Waswill, 48. of Tor- 
ranee reportedly wa.s attacked 
by six men in the Harvey park­ 
ing lot. Waswill told police one 
of the men struck him .several 
times with a rock, knocking 
him down. The group then 
jmnpod on him. making his 
glasses and cutting hi* fn<r

Waswill drove himself to a 
Torrance hospital for mcd'cal 
treatment. He suffered con­ 
tusions about his head and re­ 
quired stitches to close a cut 
over his eye.

IN THE later Incident, Mi­ 
chael Ash. 28. of 4523 W. 149th 
St., l^wndale, wa.s booked for 
battery after he allegedly hit 
employe Mark Carter of Man­ 
hattan Beach, according to 
Harbor Division police. Carter 
received minor injuries, las 
Angeles police at the scene 
said the disturbances followed 
a union meeting at which no 
agreement was reached In the 
strike against Harvey Alu­ 
minum. Some of those who at­ 
tended the meeting apparently 
decided to go to the plant and 
try to persuade workers to join 
In the .strike, police said. Some 
of those responsible for the dt«- 
trubances had been drinking, 
police reported

The strike against Harvey

Slated
Torrance councUmen lilt 

night agreed to review UM 
dismissal of City Engineer 
Walter M. Nollac and set 
May 22 for announcing a de­ 
cision on the case.

The action camp after Nol- 
lar personally appeared be- 
forr I he council and asked 
for the review.

The city aide, suspended 
from his $25,000 a year poet 
last December, was dismissed 
from the Job last week after 
the city's Civil Service Com­ 
mission found him guilty of 
Inefficiency and failure to 
perform his duties in S of 17 
counts against him.

Tilt: COMMISSION recom­ 
mended dismissal and City 
Manager Edward J. Ferrtro, 
who filed the 17-count docu­ 
ment against Nollac. Immedi­ 
ately dismissed the engineer.

In his presentation last 
night, Nollac emphasized that 
the 57 points in the charges 
against him are "technical In 
nature." He also noted that 
he wa.s not found guilty of 
misconduct or incompeteocy 
by the Civil Sen-ice Commis­ 
sion.

Nollac also told councUmen 
that the city chcarter which 
governs his conduct In office 
"has some obvious ambigui­ 
ties and conflicting passages" 
which he feels the city council 
should resolve.

     
UK ALSO said a review of 

his case was necessary to 
preserve both the civil service 
system and employe morale In 
the city.

CouncUmen will review the 
teslmony given during the 
weeks of hearings before the 
Civil Service Commission to 
make their decision. No new 
testimony will be accepted, it 
was indicated.
